Terre Haute. Ind.. Oct. 25.—Judge C. 
M. Fortune of the circuit court refused 
a mandate for the ex tradition of J. R. 
Fink elstein to Sp ringfield. 111., where 
he is indicted on the charge of bribing 
a highway commissioner. 
The judge 
held that Fink elstein was not shown 
to be a fugitive under the Indiana law 
of 18 50, that the law of 1899, which 
did not require p roof that the accused 
fled from justice but had withdrawn 
from one state to another, was rep eal­ 
ed by the codify ing act of 1905. 
The 
judge also referred to the ex cited sen­ 
timent in Illinois in regard to bribery . 
Affidavits were submitted to show 
that Fink elstein left Sp ringfield delib­ 
erately and told certain p ersons that 
he was going back to Terre Haute at a 
given time. 
It was also shown that he 
had been in Terre Haute since then 
attending to business and mak ing no 
effort to avoid officers of the law. The 
p rosecution contended that the 1905 
codification did not set aside the act of 
1899. 
Before tak ing the case under consid­ 
eration Judge Fortune said that it 
would be a serious m atter to send a 
man to Sp ringfield at this time, when 
stntiment there was wrought up to a 
high p itch on the subject of bribery , 
one of the legislative bribery cases be­ 
ing on trial at the p resent time.

Lord Justice Alverstone donned the 
black cap and sentenced Crip p en to 
death by hanging.

likely to hurt the judge’s standing as 
a lawyer and prejudice his candidacy 
fo r go v erno r. Judge Baldwin, it is un­ 
dersto o d, means to bring an actio n fo r 
libel against Ro o sev elt if the retrac­ 
tio n is no t fo rthco ming. His o pen let­ 
ter is as fo llo ws: 
“Dear Sir—In the newspaper repo rts 
o f a speech deliv ered by yo u at Co n­ 
co rd. N. H„ o n Oct. 22, it Is stated that 
yo u remarked that the Demo cratic par­ 
ty o f Co nnecticut had no minated fo r 
go v erno r a fo rmer judge who was ‘a
